English Influence. 

The South Americans are nearly unanimous 
in their belief that English capital, which has 
always been interested in keeping Chile and 
the United States as far apart as possible, has 
more than a little to do with this incipient 
strife. The party in power now, it is 
urged, is essentially pro-English and 


rabidly anti-American. Balmaceda was upset 


because he opposed British monopoly an: en- 
couraged American investment, but his defeat 
and death appear only to have whetted the 
appetite of those who are opposed to Ameri- 
can ideas. It hardly need be added that Chile 
has little sympathy from its neighbors, 
towards whom it has always been insolent and 
overbearing. 

A South American diplomat said today: 
It would be a wholesome thing for the polit- 
ical health of the whole South American con- 
tinent if this country should turn in and give 
Chile a good, sound thrashing. They have 
the most insane notions down there about 
an international war, and they really 
think they cculd defeat the United States 
without trouble. There are 2,000,000 of 
them in the whole country—a few more than 
in the single City of New York—and they have 


not the slightest conception of the magnitude 


of this nation and its tremendous resources.“ 
MONTT COUNSELS CONCILIATION. 


The Junta’s Washington Representative 
Urges Caution Without Avail. 
[SPECIAL CABLE.‘ 

Santraao, Oct. 30.—The Chilean authorities 
show ho disposition to recede from the 
defiant attitude they assumed in the an- 
swer to the communication from the 
State Department at Washington in re- 
gard to the assault on the members of 
the crew of the United States cruiser 
Baltimore. Sefior Montt. the representative 
of the provisional government at Washington, 
sent a cable dispatch which was received to- 
day urging the Junta to adopt a conciliatory 
policy and to move with great caution, but 
his advice has apparently had no effect. Up 
to date there has been no sign of an apology 
for the assault on. the Baltimore’s men and no 
reply has been made to Minister Egan’s re- 
quest for an immediate investigation of the 

Several foreigners who witnessed the recent 
fight are ready to testify that the boatswain’s 
mate, Riggin, the only man who was killed 
outright i in the fight, was shot by a policeman. 
Local papers steadily refrain from comment- 
ing on the affair. 

Capt. Schley of the Baltimore has applied to 


the Intendente of Valparaiso to protect the 


officers and men of his ship who are obliged 
to go ashore on necessary business. The 
Intendente replied that he was urable to give 
any advice relative to the Baltimore men com- 
ing ashore. He evades the question of protec- 
tion altogether. Capt. Schley does not intend 
to cease attending to his necessary shore 
work, even if he has to arm and protect his 
own men. ‘ 

The Chilean authorities have arrested Deme- 
trieis Seiva, Carlos Gomez, and Jose Ahuma- 
da, three of the Chileans who were implicated 
in the assault on the Baltimore’s men. Gomez 
is a deserter from the torpedo boat 
Lynch. Seiva identified him as having 
stabbed one of the Baltimore’s men. He 
alleges that the stabbing was done in self-de- 
fense, but this is not believed, as Seiva’s story 
tallies in every respect with the testimony 
taken during the inquiry aboard the Balti- 
more. Ahumada has been identified by repu- 
table Chilean citizens as the man who stabbed 
the Danish negro. John Cortez was also ar- 
rested, charged with complicity in the assault 
and having a pistol. 

United States Minister Egan, Commander 
W. S. Schley of the Baltimore, and William 


B. McCreery. United States Consul at Val- 


paraiso, were in close consultation throughout 
the day, and, though it is not possible to ob- 
tain avy definite statement from them for 
publication regarding the nature or the 
result of their long deliberations, it can 
be said that they all consider the reply 
of the Junta to Minister Egan’s 
note, asking for proper explanation of the 
Valparaiso collision, as decidedly insulting to 
the United States Government. The reply of 
the Junta means practically that Chile is in- 
dignant at the demands made by the United 
States Government, that it will take its own 
time to consider the matter, and that when 
the Junta reaches a conclusion that govern- 
ment will settle the matter without reference 
to the views of the United States on the sub- 
ject. 

While the United States officials here are 
justly indignant at the terms in which the 
reply of the Junta is couched, their 
indignation is as nothing to that felt 
by the American residents in Chile. They 


do not conceai the fact that they are looking | 


for further and more serious trouble, possibly 
in the near future, between Chile and the 
United States. It has just become known 
that there 1s another feature of the Valparaiso 
outrage which demands explanation. The 
municipal and government officers of 
Valparaiso. who made an in vesti- 
gation of the attack upon the sailors of the 
Baltimore compelled the United States man- 
of-war’s men who were confined in the prison 
to sigh a statement written in Spanish ex- 
onerating the police from all responsibility as 
to their arrest. As these papers had to be 
signed as one of the stipulations for 
the release of the blue jackets the 
men naturally did as they were re- 
quested. Another point which is not serving to 
allay the ill feeling existing is the fact that no 
courtesy of any kind was shown the United 
States naval officers or men upon the occa- 
sion of the funeral of Turnbull of the Balti- 


more's crew, Who died from the effects of the 


injuries he received during the riotous e 
made upon the blue jackets.

MINERS MAKE A RAID ON THE 
BRICEVILLE, TENN., PRISON. 


Over Three Hundred Criminals Confined in 
the Stockade Given Their Liberty—The 
Torch Applied to the Buildings and 
All of Them Reduced to Ashes—The 
Convicts Furnished with Citizens’ 
Clothes by the Rioters and They W 
in Safety. 

Kyoxvitxe, Tenn., Oct. 31.—[Special.]—At 
9 o’clock last night 3. 000 miners attacked the 
stockade at Briceville in which 320 convicts 
were confined, released the prisoners, and 
burned the stockade, 

The liberators came from every direction 
and assembled in force, marching on the 
stockade.. Their first act was to blow up the 
magazine, the uprights of the stockade were 
knocked off, and the convicts who had re- 
tired released. They then volunteered 
to help their rescuers in an attack 
on the Chumlea stockade. A contin- 
uous firing was kept up. The guards 
of the Chumlea stockade were preparing 
against the attack. Great bonfires were built 
all around to prevent a surprise. The miners 
took possession of the telegraph office at Coal 
Creek, and no messages were allowed to be re- 
ceived or sent. 

Most of the convicts are reported to have 
gone towards the Kentucky line. It has been 
ascertained that large numbers of suits of citi- 
zens’ clothes were purchased several days ago, 
and it is now certain that they were for the 
use of the discharged convicts, whose escape 
would be facilitated by discarding their 
striped clothes. 

The greatest excitement’ prevails in the 
surrounding country owing to the convicts be- 
ing at liberty in such large numbers and the 
further trouble that is anticipated in any 
effort that may be made to enforce the Peni- 
tentiary Convict Lease laws. 

The guards at the stockade made no resist- 
ance, feeling that it was useless. Itis believed 
here that no lives were lost.

Carried Down by the Collapse of a Review- 
ing Stand in Baltimore, 

Bartrmore, Md., Oct. 30,—During the Demo- 
cratic parade this afternoon a portion of the 
reviewing stand at the corner of Eutaw and 
Madison streets collapsed. On the stand were 
seated about 200 persons. United States Sena- 
tor Gorman; Frank Brown, candidate for 
Governor; Representative in Congress Barnes 
Compton; Robert McLane, ex-Minister to 
France; and J. F. Poe, candidate for Attor- 
ney-General, made up the reviewing party and 
occupied the center of the platform. Sur- 
rounding them were a number of ladies, in- 
cluding Mrs. Frank Brown and her 
niece, Mrs. Clifton W. Phillips of 
Pittsburg. As the head of the 
Calumet club. the leading political organiza- 
tion of the city. approached the stand the 
crowd on the platform pressed forward. As 
they did so the platform gave way and the 
mass of the people standing on it were precipi- 
tated pell-mell into the street. The police at 
once went to work to extricate those who had 
fallen under the timbers. Senator Gorman 
was bruised on the legs: Frank Brown had his 
knees hurt; Mr. Compton had a bone in his 
foot broken and his ankle badly twisted; Mr. 
McLane was bruised on the legs and arms; Mr. 
Vandiver had an ankle sprained; Mrs. Brown 
was hurt about her ankles, and Mrs. Phillips 
had her ankle either broken or badly sprained.

LINDBLOM OFFERS TO AID ST. LOUIS. 


The Chicago Man Proposes to Furnish Quo- 
tations to the Merchants’ Exchange. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Oct. 30.— Special. —An un- 
expected avenue of escape from the embarrass- 
ment occasioned by the refusal of the Chicago 
Board of Trade to furnish the market quota- 
tions to the St. Louis Merchants’ Exchange 
was offered today. A telegram was re- 
ceived from Robert Lindblom & Co. of Chi- 
cago by L. B. De Witt offering to furnish the 
exchange with the quotations, provided the 
board posts them. Mr. De Witt was request- 
ed to submit the proposition to the members 
of the Merchants’ Exchange. He did, and the 
matter will be acted upon Tuesday. It is be- 
lheved the Chicago Board of Trade will raise 
objections if the arrangement is put into ef- 
fect. The letter received from Secretary 
Stone stated that the Chicago Board of Trade 
could not authorize quotations to be sent by 
any of its members to the St. Louis Mer- 
chants’ Exchange or to any member or mem- 
bers of the exchange. From this it will be 
seen that the proposed action of Robert Lind- 
blom & Co. will be in direct antagonism to 
the Chicago Board of Trade. The outcome is 
awaited with interest. 


TERMS ON WHICH CHINESE MAY RETURN. 


Instructions Furnished to the San Francisco 
Collector of Customs. 

Wasuineton, D. C.. Oct. 30.—Acting Secre- 
tary Spaulding has written a letter to the Col-

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DANGER IN THE TUNNELS. 


The Walls of the Approaches Must Be Re- 
built at Once, 

Ever since the three engineers appointed by 
the North and West Chicago Street railroad 
companies made their report regarding the 
condition of the retaining walls of the ap- 
proaches of the Washington and La Salle 
street tunnels Commissioner of Public Works 
Aldrich has been looking for the proper offi- 
cials of these corporations to call at his office 
and get a permit to rebuild this masonry. 
Thus far he has not heard from either com- 
pany, and the longer the matter is delayed the 
more nervous he becomes. 

Mr. Aldrich, in company with City En- 
gineer Clarke and another prominent engineer, 
visited the Washington-street tunnel again 
yesterday and made a thorough inspection of 
the retaining walis of both the east and west 
approaches of this subway. All agreed that 
the walls should be rebuilt at once, and the re- 
sult of the investigation will probably be that 
both railroad companies will be notified to 
rebuild the wails or abandon the use of the 
tunnels. 

Commissioner Aldrich had a conference 
with Corporation Counsel Miller after he 
made the inspection in reference to his authof- 
ity in the matter. The street-car corporations 
occupy the tunnels as tenants of the city and 
are required by the ordinance under which 
they obtain their franchise to keep the sub- 
ways in repair and pay the expense of main- 
taining them. a 

Last spring the Council made an appropri- 
ation to cover over a portion of the approaches 
to these tunnels and during the summer City 
Engineer Clarke in making an examination of 
the premises for the purpose of beginning the 
work discovered that the retaining walls were 
in an unsafe condition. He reported the fact 
to Commussioner Aldrich, who directed him 
to make a4 thorough investigation and 
report. This was done and the

The report was to the 
effect that the main portion or body of each 
tunnel was in good order and perfectly safe, 
but as to the retaining walls the report prac- 
tically agreed with that made by City Engi- 
neer Clarke to Mr. Aldrich. 

Since that time Mr. Aldrich has been greatly 
worried because the street-car companies did 
not take some action. It is true that a portion 
of the west wall of the north approach of the 
La Salle street tunnel was rebuilt,.but it was 
because the wall of a burning building had 
fallen on it.

ing. I have every confidence in the City 
Engineer and I believe the retaining walls of 


the approaches of these tunnels are unsafe.. 


Mr. Clarke’s judgment and opinion has been 
substantiated by four other engineers, and 
it is the duty of these companies 
to rebuild the walls. I shall send 
for Mr. Yerkes tomorrow and tell him if he 
will not rebuild the walls his companies will 
have to abandon the tunnels. Ido not want 
those walls to come down while I am Commis- 
sioner of Public Works. They are not nearly 
as heavy as they should have been and the 
tops project to an extent that is dangerous. 
It is just as one of the engineers who exam- 
ined them remarked to me. They may fall 


in ten minutes or they may stand ten years. 


Now is a good time to rebuild the walls of the 
west approach of the Washington street tun- 
nel as the street is about to be paved. I have 
had aconsultation with Corporation Counsel 
Miller, and he informs me thatthe city has 
the right to refuse the companies the use of 
the tunnels if they decline to comply with 
their contract.

M’KINLEY’S OPPONENT DOOMED TO 
CERTAIN DEFEAT. . 


Dissatisfaction with the Ohio Governor in 
His Own Party and the Increasing Pop- 
ularity of he Major Give the Repub- 
licans Assurance of Success — Estimate 
on the People’s Party Vote—The Demo- 

‘erates Trying to Trade Votes with the 

Latter Organization. 

Crxctnnati, O., Oct. 30.— Special. The 
Republicans have made extensive arrange 
ments for the closing meeting of the campaign 
in this city tomorrow night. Maj. McKinley 
will be the principal speaker, while Gen. Alger 
of Michigan and J. G. Cannon of Illinois 
will also make addresses. The indications 
point to the largest political gathering ever 


held in the State of Ohio. There will be a 


torchlight parade of political clubs from every 
part of the State, and there will also be dele- 
gations present from Indiana and Kentucky. 
Campbell will be here again on Mon- 
day night, but on account of the 
hostility of prominent local Democrats there 
will be no parade for fear that it would be a 
dismal failure. The Democrats have all 
along been claiming that they would come to 
Hamilton County with a plurality of about 
10,000, and that unless McKinley could over- 
come that bere Campbell would be elected 
Governor. In order to be ahead in the rest of 
the State the Democrats must retain their 
phenomenal majorities in Franklin, Butler, 
and other counties which they got two years 
ago. Franklin County, in which Columbus is 
situated, gave Campbell 2,300 when he was a 
candidate before and.none of the Democratic 
committee in that county claim more than 
1,200 for him this time. Butler County is 
where Campbell resides. He hasa 1 
opposition in his own party, second only to 
the revolt in Cincinnati. iles Lindley, the 
leader of the anti-Campbell Democrats, said 
this afternoon that he would bet $500 that 
Campbell runs 1,000 votes behind his major- 
ity of two years ago, when he had a majorit 
of 3,600, The same re s come from all 
the counties in which the cities are located. 
Montgomery County, which was one of his 
strongholds, will not give him over 800, as 
against 1,500 two years ago. 

Figure McKinley's Plurality at 18,000, 

In order to make up the defection in the 
cities Campbell must make unpreceden 
gains in the country districts, and there is no 

reason why he should do so. There 18 
ardly a locality in which he has not made 
some enemies and they are quietly whetting 
their knives to stab him on election day. e 
Republican State committee place the plural- 
ity for McKinley at not less than 18,000 
and some of their figures run up 
as high as 35,000. The poll of the State 
has been satisfactory and shows Republican 
gains in almost every precinct. It also indi- 
cates that the Democrats will suffer more 
from the People’s party than the Republicans. 
The managers of the new party have been 
keeping quiet and it was not until today that 
any estimate could be obtained from their 
State committee. Chairman Barnes will not 
say how many votes he thinks Seitz, his candi- 
date for Governor, will poll, but be says it will 
be large. He predicts a large People’s party 
vote in the Western Reserve and the Northwest. 

He cites.the Counties of Williams and Ful- 
ton, on the Michigan and Indiana line, as ex- 
amples of what the new party will do. In 
these two counties there are several thousand 
members of the Patrons of Industry, and Mr. 
Barnes claims that they will vote almost 
solidly for the People’s ticket. He claims that 
his party will elect not lese than six members 
of the Legislature, and he would not be sur- 
prised to see the number increased to fifteen 
when the returns are all in. The legislative dis- 
tricts which the 1 * rty expect to carry 
are the Adame ar Pike, Democratic; Gallia, 
Republican; Pore ze, Republican; Auglaize, 
Democratic ; Defianee, Democratic; Guernsey, 
Republican; and Clarke, Republican. There 
seems no doubt that the new party and the 
Democrats have entered into a trade in several 
parts of the State. In twenty-two counties 
the Democrats have indorsed the People’s 
legislative candidates, while the Republicans 
have done so in only two counties, 

Swapping Votes for Campbell.

RAILROAD LAND CONTEST DECISIONS, 


Rulings on Two Important Cases Made by 
the Secretary of the Interior. 


Wasurnerton, D. C., Oct. 30.—In the matter 
of the contest between the St. Paul, Minne- 
apolis and Manitoba railroad companies and 
the Hastings and Dakota railroad as to the 
right of certain lands west of Range 38 west, 
in the Marshall iand district of Minnesota, 
the Secretary of the Interior has decided that 
inasmuch as the Hastings and Dakota com- 
pany finally located its land first opposite to 
the lands in question it has a right to all 
of said lands which are within its granted 
limits, and the right to select the others for 
indemnity purposes and the selections of the 
Manitoba company are rejected. The Secre. 
tary, however, holds that inasmuch as the in- 
demnity selections of the Hastings and Dakota 
company were not accompanied by proper 
specifications of losses they must re- 
jected and the lands in question held 
subject to entry or selection by the first legal 
application. e amount of land thus thrown 
open to settlement is probably 60,000 acres. 

In the matter of the Ontonogon and Brule 
River railroad, also decided today, the 
Secretary of the Interior holds that 
under the Forfeiture act of March 2, 
1889, the company is not entitled to 120 sec- 
tions of land claimed by it beyond the con- 
structed porcion of its road; that land within 
its primary limits must be taken opposite the 
constructed ortion of said road, but the com- 
pany may select indemnity lands beyond those 
limits to the extent of the losses, but from 
lands nearest those limits.

Grant’s Tomb—Ohbjections to Ingersoll as 
an Orator at the Parnell Meeting— Mr. 
Drake Keeps Away from His Law-Suit— 
General News. 

New Yorx, Oct. 30.—[Special.]|—The bark 
Liberia, which sails tomorrow for Monrovia, 
Liberia, carries sixty-eight colonists to the 
Black Republic. The colonists are from 
Florida, and they go to their new home under 
the auspices of the American Colonization 
Society. There are a number of preach- 


ers among them, and all seemed bright 


and intelligent. H. W. White, who is a minister 
and was a Unitea States pension agent 
at Ocala, Fla., said he has felt for a number 
of years that he was not wanted in this coun- 
try. He had accumulated considerable prop- 
erty in Florida, owned an orange grove ot 160 
acres, and is possessed of $500, He said he 
never felt safe in the South. He added that 
the half million colored population in 
Florida would gladly leave could they get 
money to reach a shipping point. The Amer- 
ican Colonization Society makes all colonists 
pay their own expenses to tiie ship. The so- 
ciety pays all the other expenses and will sup- 
port the coloni for six months while being 
acclimated, The Rev. Robert O'Neil, another 
colonist, said he was 54 years old and was 
born a slave. There was much agitation go- 
ing on throughout the South, he said, over a 
prop emigration of the whole colored peo- 
ple back to Africa. 


MOVING GEN. GRANT'S TOMB. 


Preliminary Work on the New York Monu- 
ment Progressing Slowly. 

Nzw Lonx, Oct. 30.—[Special.|—The work 
of removing the tomb of Gen, Grant to the 
spot where the remains will reat permanently, 
and over which the monument is to be erect- 
ed, which was begun Oct. 7, will be complet- 
ed tomorrow. Itis a slow process, though 
the distance from the place where the tem- 
porary tomb has stood to the permanent site 
is only thirty-six feet, but a great deal of care 
is necessary. The tomo weighs a little less 
than 200 tons and the mover is under $4,000 
bonds to have the tomb intact when it reaches 
ita destination. 

The tomb is traveling northward along three 
heavy timber rails. It rests on big wooden 
cross-pieces and is propelled by means of 
jackscrews at a speed of less than a foot an 
hour. The former position of the tomb was 
nine feet below the surface of the permanent 
concrete foundation for the monument, It 
took until last Thursday to raise it to the 
level of the surface, and then its journey 
northward. began. Sixteen feet had been 
traveled this afternoon, and the tomb was as 
solid as it was when stationary. The concrete 
foundation for the monument is to be 107 
feet square. It will be composed of four 
pieces twenty feet deep. Three of the pieces 
have been completed. The removal was nec- 
essary at this time to permit of the building 
of the fourth pier at the southeast corner. 
When the foundation is finished it will con- 
tain 4,600 yards of concrete and will have cost 
about $50,000. The surface of the foundation 
is 130 feet above tide water. The top of the 
monument will be 160 feet above that. The 
foundation will be completed in a few weeks, 
Work upon the superstructure will not begin 
until next spring.

MR. DRAKE CANNOT BE FOUND, 


The Lawyers Desire to Advertise for Him 
—His Eccentric Cousin’s Will, 

New Yorx, Oct. 30.—[Special.j|—An im- 
portant motion will be made by Lawyer 
George Wilson in Supreme Court chambers 
tomorrow in the famous ejectment suit 
brought by Peter Shute and others 
against Lawrence Drake. It will be to serve 
by publication a copy of the summons 
and supplemental amended complaint. From 
the affidavits submitted it appears that ever 
since permission was granted by the court to 
serve a supplemental complaint all efforts to 
find Mr. Drake have failed. It is intimated 
that he is in hiding. The suit in which Mr. 
Drake is wan in court is the one in 
which 143 persons claim to be the heirs 
of Mrs. Ann Drake Seamau, who died 
in March, 1878, leaving real estate in this city 
and Chicago said to be worth $6,000,000, be- 
sides $500,000 worth of bonds and other per- 
sonal property. She left about three-fourths 
of this large estate to Lawrence Drake, 
whose father was her first cousin. It 
is claimed that Mr. Drake by undue in- 
fluence induced her to make him 
her principal legatee, though such claim was 
not sustained in the proceedings before the 
Surrogate to break the will. The evidence 
showed her to be very eccentric. In support 
of the suit now pending it is claimed that 
there is newly discovered evidence substanti- 
ating the original charges against Mr. Drake. 


EXTENSIVE SMUGGLING SCHEME, 


The Wreck of the Eldorade Discloses Fraud 
~—Government Officials Suspected, 

New York, Oct. 30.—{Special. |—The recent 
wreck of the steamer Eldorado on the banks 
of the Bahamas has been the unexpected 
means of bringing to light what the Custom- 
House office in this city believe to be an ex- 
tensive and systematic smuggling scheme. 
Officials in the San Francisco Custom-House 
appear to be involved in the way of conniving 
at the fraud, There arrived from Germany 
Aug. 1 on the steamer Aller from Bremen 
nine cases of goods consigned to Steinburger 
& Meyer, San Francisco. Bei what are 
known in the Custom-House as I. T.“ goods 
—that is, goods for immediate transportation 
— the cases were not opened by the Custom- 
House officials of this port and were allowed 
to be transshipped in bond on the Eldorado, 
which was to take them to New Orleans, where 
they were to be shipped by railto San Fran- 
cisco via the Southern Pacific railroad. When 
the steamer ran ashore all the cargo that was 
saved was brought back to New York, and the 
nine cases in question, being foreigu goods in 
bond, were taken possession of by the cus- 
toms officials in order that the contents might 
be appraised and the duty exacted. cases 
had been entered at the New York Custom- 
House as containing linen towels valued in 
the aggregate at When they were opened 
at the Appraiser's stores it was found that 
only three contamed linen and that the other 
six cases concealed fine kid gloves which had 
been worth before they were damaged by 
water in the ship much over 310,000.

— The United 
States Rolling-Stock company, with a capital 
of $4,000,000, failed a year ago, and a meeting 
of the holders of Receiver Hegewisch’s cer- 
tificates and of other unsecured creditors was 
held today at the office of Lawyers 
Seward, Guthrie & Morowitz to listen to a 
plan of reorganization. Proceedings for fore- 
closure of mortgages had been begun in Illi- 
nois, Indiana, and Alabama, where the con- 
tral works are situated, and it was imperative 
that action should be taken to rescue the 
property, of which the securitles are mostly 

1 in England. The meeting today 
represented $852, It is proposed 
that the unsecured creditors pay 30 per cent 
cash, 20 per cent on the first mortgage bonds, 
asimilar per cent on the second mortgage 
bonds, and 30 per cent on the preferred stock. 
Old stockholders are to pay an assessment of 
20 per cefit on their stock to provide 
working capital. An amount of $500,000 has

Wind That Blows Fifty-five Miles an Hour 
Accompanied by Snow. 

Brsmarcx. N. D., Oct. 30.—Rain began fall- 

ing last night, which turned to snow this aft 


ernoon and the wind blew fifty-five miles an 


hour. A blizzard is raging here tonight. 
Farmers are uneasy, as thrashing is only about 
two-thirds finished and no plowing done. 

Fercvs Fals, Minn., Oct. 30.—A terrific 
northwest wind has been blowing all day. 
The first snow of the season began falling this 
evening. 

SrxxLx, N. D., Oct. 30.—A heavy snow-storm 
is prevailing, with a high wind. Thrashmg is 
not half completed. : 

Wasuinetos, D. C., Oct. 30.—A storm of 
great intensity 1s central to the north of Min- 
nesota and a high area is central in Alberta, 
giving a gradient of 1.2 inches in 720 miles. 
A temperature of 18° is reported from Ed- 
monton and 22° from Swift Current. It is 
expected the storm will move rapidly east- 
ward, giving a decided fall in temperature by 
Sunday morning in Wisconsin, Minnesota, 
North and South Dakota, lowa,and Nebraska. 
The force of this cold wave, however, will be 
very much broken in its eastward progress b 
the southerly currents blowing from the high 
area in the South Atlantic States. 


AMOUNT OF MARINE INSURANCE LOSSES, 


The Total for September and October $465,-

The marine insurance losses for September and 
October were computed yesterday. and under- 
writers were greatly surprised to tind that they 
aggrogated $465,000. The losses not covered by 
insurance would increase the aggregate to over

IN THE EVENT OF HOSSILITIES, 


The American Government Could Close 
Chilean Ports in One Hundred Days. 


New Yorx, Oct. 30.-—[Special.|—In the 
event of hostilities with Chile the American 
Government can, inside of sixty days, assemble 
on its coasts a naval force consisting of fifteen 
modern built ships, armed with 115 formidable 
rifled guns and nine wooden cruisers, armed 
with sixty-eight guns, making a grand total of 
twenty-four ships and 183 guns. The modern 
ships are capable of dealing a crushing blow 
to the Chilean navy under any conditions. 
The ten wooden cruisers will make effective 
blockaders and, acting in conjunction with the 
first-class vessels, could bombard and lay 
many of the Chilean ports under contribution. 
In fact, we could close every port in the re- 
public inside of forty days. ere are scores 
of merchant steamers on Pacific coast 
that could be transformed into armed trans- 
ports and cruisers within a month after the 
order was issued, and if it was deemed neces- 
sary we could put an army of invasion on 
Chilean soil as soon as we could assemble our 
war vestels. ) 

The invading army would consist, perhaps, 
of 10.000 men, one-third to be drawn from the 
— — forces and the balance made up from 
volunteers. As the Isthmus of Panama could 
not be used as a military route the expedition- 
ary corps would start from San Francisco, 
which would be the base of supplies. Troops 
and their equippage sent from the Atlantic 
coast could be embarked in ten days from the 
time of their departure from bere, and in 
three weeks more would be cam ped on Chilean 
soil under the cover of the of our men- 
of-war. What is lacking for such operations 
is torpedo cruisers of the Condell and Lynch 
class, but probably one of the first move- 
ments made by our navy would be to destroy 
these vessels and get them out of the way. 
The new Chilean ships ‘Captaine Prat, 
Ezzaruiz, and Pinto, unless they arrived in 
Chilean waters before hostilities began, 
would probably’ be intercepted and an at- 
tempt made to capture them before they en- 
tered the Straits of Magellan. These are 
formidable ships, but they are in a 
demoralized condition, both as to of- 
ficers and men, have not yet 
been fully armed and equipped nor 
the men drilled so as to be reliable or effect- 
ive, while, on the other hand, our ships are in 
splendid condition and our officers and men 
are in most effective form.

GRACE HAS NO FEARS, 


The Financier Believes the Chileans Will 
Do the Proper Thing in Time. 

New York, Oct. 30.—[Special.]—No man in 
this country, probably, has larger financial 
interests at stake in Chile than ex-Mayor 
William R. Grace. A war with Chile would 
play the mischief with his affairs down there. 
But when a reporter called on him tonight at 
his home, No. 31 East Thirty-eighth street, he 
said that the situation in Chile had not cost 
him an hour’s slumber, 

“I know something about Chile and its 
people and the men who are now managing 
its affairs,” he continued, and while they 
may all feel that they have much to complain 
of because of the attitude assumed by the 
representatives of the United States during 
their late unpleasantness,’ yet I have not the 
l doubt that if they are not needlessly 
bullied and harassed they will do all that a 
proud and sensitive people can do with proper 
regard for their on dignity in the way of 
affording satisfaction, and reparation. too, if 
that should turn out to be necessary, for the 
treatment to which American sailors were 
subjected in Valparaiso. I base this opinion 
more particularly on my knowledge of the 
mea who are now at the front there. At the 
same time itis probable they feel that the sit- 
uation for them would be made much easier 
and the prospects of arriving speedily at an 
amicable understanding with the United 
States correspondingly increased if Mr. Egan 
were recalled as persona non grata. Justly or 
unjustly, the majority of the people in Chile 
regard him as a man who has been hostile to 
the interests of Chile as represented by the 
present government.“ 

Do you believe Chile should be allowed 
to investigate the outbreak against American 
sailors before the United States presses its 
demand for satisfaction and reparation?” 

Most certainly I do,“ rephed Mr. Grace. 
That was our contention with Italy in the 
New Orleans matter, and the diplomats of 
Europe regarded it as eminently sound and 
just.

Considerable enthusiasm was created by an 
announcement made by John W. Ely who, on 
behalf of a committee appointed by the Na-. 
tional Association, stat that that 
favored the formation of an international bar 
association and suggested the taking of steps 
toward the holding of a convention of the 
lawyers of all countries of the world in Chi- 
cago during the World's Fair. Upon Mr. 
Ely’s motion the following committee was 
appointed to consider the steps neces- 
sary to secure sue a convention:

„By the pro system,”? said Mr. Var- 
num, we should hear no more of the evils of 
hasty legislation; no question of constitution- 
ality of a law need then trouble the courts or 
delay the operation of the law, all law being 
declared by the people themselves to be con- 
stitutional; politics would be fairer, more 
honorable, more free from sus- 
picion 0 im pure motives; mer- 
cenary legislation would be red to 
a minimum. Under a republican form of 
government there is ever present the danger 
of the State becoming a government of repre- 
sentatives, by representatives, and for repre- 
sentatives. Under the proposed plan, more 
nearly than can be done in any other way, 
will be given us ‘a government of the people, 
by the people, and for the people..

The plans and profiles for the construction of 
the work [on the channel], fuliy and completely 
according to law, are substantially completed and 
in the office of the engineer, and are open to the 
inspection of any citizen who desires to examine 
them. The board at no time attempted to do less 
than the law required, and always in its opera- 
tions fully and completely complied with the law. 


And yet Cooley and his coterie knowing all 


intentions, purposes, and policies of the Sani- 
tary Board. They have been assisted in this 
work of fraud and deception by the two gang 
Democrats of the Sanitary Board, Wenter 
and Russell. Wenter knew better. There is 
this excuse for Russell, he is invincibly ignorant 
of everything falling within the line of his 
duties as defined by the law. 


DEMAND. 

The reply of the Chilean Government to the 
communication sent from Washington de- 
manding an explanation of the recent mur- 
derous outrage inflicted upon American navy 
sailors and petty officers of the Baltimore by 
the Chilean police in the service of that gov- 
ernment is curt and insulting. By all laws of 
courtesy and of international procedure it was 
incumbent upon the Chilean Junta after re- 
ceiving a communication of this kind to show 
that Capt. Schley’s report is incorrect. If it 
cannot show that it is erroneous then it is its 
duty to make apology and reparation. If it 
declines. to do so then it must be made to do 
it at all hazards and at whatever cost. The 


reply is but a repetition of insulf made in a 


deliberate: manner. The Chilean Govern- 


} ment contemptuously throws the communica- 


tion into the official waste-basket and declines 
to recognize any authority or jurisdiction on 
the part of our government, Chile will make 
its investigation when it pleases, in secret, we 
are told, and when the proper time comes it 
will make known the result. Meanwhile, ad- 
mitting the “ sincerity, rectitude, and expert- 
ness of the investigation made on board the 
Baltimore, it pays no attention to it. 

An attempt has been made already to draw 
a parallel between the attitude of the govern- 
ment in this Chilean matter and the course it 
pursued in the Mafia case at New Orleans. 
The two cases do not parallel, however. The 
men who were lynched in New Orleans be- 
longed to a secret band of assassins, 
which had planned and carried out 
the murder of the Chief of Police of 
that city. All but two of them were citi- 
zens of the United States, and those two were 
taking steps to be naturalized. They were 
living under the protection of Louisiana laws. 
They murdered a high city peace officer, and 
as the courts failed to punish them for their 
crime the eitize us punished them. They were 
the aggressors and they paid the penalty. 
They were in no sense officers or seamen of 
Italy’s navy. In the case of the outrage at 
Valparaiso the victims of Chilean brutality 
were United States sailors wearing the 
American uniform, doing duty on a 
warship of this government. They dif- 
fered only in degree. from the Admiral 
of the fleet and the Captain of their vessel. 
They were representatives of the United States 
in a foreign port. They were assaulted while 
peacefully riding in a street-car of Valparaiso. 
Two of them were stabbed by the city police 
and killed, several others were wounded by 
bayonet stabs, and thirty-five were dragged off 
to jail without cause or offense except they 
were part of the American navy force. The 
police not only made no effort to protect 
them but joined in the assault. The sailors 
were completely unarmed, which shows not 
only that they could not offer resistance but 
that they did not expect attack. The assault 
was unprovoked, except as the Chileans hate 
this country. It can have no other meaning 
than a purpose to insult the American Gov- 
ernment in the person of its representatives 
and to display the vindictive hatred of Chile- 
ans towards this country. 

Chile must now be compelled to answer for 
this outrageous assault and unprovoked in- 
sult, and there need be no doubt that this 
government will prumptly assert its rights 
and defend its dignity under the operation of 
that principle in international law which re- 
quires every national government to use due 


with which it is at peace or to the people 
thereof. 

The immediate duty of the administration 
is to gets its warships on the coast as speedily 
as possible and enforce its demands. The 
Chilean offenders must be brought to justice, 
an apology must be made, and an indemnity 
must be paid, with added costs for extra ex- 
penses, following the precedent of Germany in 
its settlement with France, of Russia in deal- 
ing with Turkey, and of England with China. 
If necessary the nitrate beds should be seized 
and held, and all possible damage must be in- 
flicted ‘upon the enemy’s ports and vessels 
until it shall consent to answer for the outrage 
it has committed. Meanwhile the incident 
shows the suddenness with which a war cloud 
may blow up when least expected. It should 
impress upon Congress the duty of stul 
further strengthening our navy with swift and 
powerful cruisers, of perfecting our seacoast 
defenses, and of helping on the work of com- 
pleting the Nicaragua Canal so that vexatious 
delays in a casedike this may be avoided in 
future. 


WHAT COOLEY’S ENGINEERING IGNO-

Cooley knows precious little about excava- 
ting in rock, as he probably never extracted 
ayard ofsolid rock either above or below 
water in his life.

A POINT THE ALLIANCE CRANKS SHOULD 
EXPLAIN 


The State Alliance and Industrial Union of 
Illinois is holding its yearly meeting at Spring- 
field. About fifty delegates are in attendance, 
who claim to represent from 12,000 to 15,000 
members. According to the dispatches, the 
Alliance has indorsed the Ocala platform, 
the great feature of which is the demand that 
the General Government shall become the 
banker for all the people of the United States 
and shall lend them whatever money they 
may need, taking whatever they call securi- 
ty“ for the loans and charging only nominal 
interest for the money advanced to them. 
The present loans of all sorts amount to be- 
tween four and five billions of dollars—not 
counting an equal amount of bonds of all 
sorts. 

This is an alluring prospect for all who are 
in debt or who want to borrow cheap money 
on easy security for a long time, but before 
the Illinois farmers commit themselves to the 
scheme they should be clear in their own 
minds on one important point and should not 
fail to explain it to others. That is: What 
will this so-called money be worth which 
the United States, converted into a benevolent 
banker, will lend them? What will be its pur- 
chasing power? They know that it will not be 
gold or silver or such money as the bankers 
with whom they have dealings now advance 
them. The Ocala cranks do not ask the gov- 
erament to give them that kind of money, for 
they know it does not have it to give and can’t 
get it. The stuff they expect to have loaned 
to them is fiat scrip, not redeemable on de- 
mand in gold or silver or on demand in lands 
or goods, but only in more scrip. What will 
that flat paper be worth, for on its value de- 
pends its desirableness? If it will exchange 
for nothing it will not be worth while to ask a 
paternal government to lend that which will 
have no purchasing power. 

Before the Alliance farmers ask for scrip 
they should explain to their fellow-citizens 
what its value will be after several billions 
have been poured out by the rattling printing 
presses. And ifthey are of the opinion that it 
will be worth even a cent on the dollar they 
ought to give the reasons which make them 
believe so and explain to all why the experi- 
ment has been a failure ia the past. 

They ought to make inquiry among mer- 
chants in city and country, of manufacturers 
of agricultural implements, of the men who 
sell barbed wire and lumber, and of the work- 
ingmen whose labor they use, whether they 
will be willing to take in payment for their 
goods and services fiat dollars which promise 
no redemption and will have no redeemer. If 
these men say that they will not take them, 
but will insist on paper which is exchangeable 
for gold or silver, then the Alliance people 
might ask themselves, What shall we do 
with this scrip if we have millions of it?“ It 
would be of no more use to them than Con- 
federate scrip was to the rebels in the last 
year of the war. 

These farmers should ask themselves this 
question: “If the government can make 
what it will call ‘money,’ which is good 
enough to loan to us, why cannot it make 
money,, using the same paper, ink, and 
presses, to meet its own needs? Why should it 
have to levy taxes to raise revenue when it 
can make all the revenue it needs by simply 
lighting a fire under a boiler and setting a 
power press at work on a pile of paper? Why 
tax whisky, tobacco, and imported goods? 
And if it can turn out its own revenue why 
cannot it run the presses a little longer and 
supply the needs of the government, of the 
States, counties, cities, towns, and school dis- 
tricts? Why should any one pay a tax to any- 
body? It may dawn on them after a time 
that it is just as easy for the government to 
make its own revenues as to make money to 
loan to its citizens by the billion of scrip, 
which will not be worth anything. And they 
may reach the conclusion that if governments 
could make something out of nothing and 
could use a philosopher’s stone which would 
turn worthless paper into gold and silver or 
their equivalent the art would have been discov- 
ered long ago, and the honor of the discovery 
would not have been reserved for Peffer, Polk, 
Simpson, and Madam Lease, or the drafters 
of the Ocala platform. 


BANK EXAMINATIONS, 

The question has been asked before today, 
Do Bank Examiners examine?“ The recent 
bank defalcation in New Orleans furnishes 
strong ground for believing that some of 
them do not. The defaulter, Garcia, says 
that during more than fifteen years past the 
Louisiana National Bank held less money in 
its vaults than appeared on the books. There 
was no manipulation of accounts, but simply 
an abstraction of bills. Several packages kept 
in the vaults Were each made up of two bills 
of large denomination on the outside, as 
**facers,’”’ and a lot of bills of small denom- 
inations on the inside, the amount being 
marked as if all of them were large. The sum 
by which the money in the vaults was thus 
„short grew from $5,000 to $190,000 in the 
time mentioned. During all that while the 
Bank Examiner had ostensibly been watchmg 
the bank, and every now and then looking into 
its affairs for the purpose of ascertaining if it 
was entitied to continue to do business and 
command the public confidence, It is fair to 
presume that not once in all that term did he 
actually examine the contents of the bank 
vaults. He may have casually looked at the 
figures on the outside of the money packages, 
but could hardly have done more than that, 
and when the discovery of fraud was made it 
was by an officer of the bank, not by the offi- 
cial examiner whose duty it is supposed to be 
to ascertain at not very long intervals the 
finaucial status of the institution and report 
thereon to his superiors at Washington. 

If such a bare-faced fraud could for so long 
a time escape official detection what security 
had the public against more mgenious decep- 
tions in the district the banks of which were 


| “examined ” by this official? And are there in 


the United States any more like him? If so, 
how much is a government supervision worth 
as a guarantee against long-continued delib- 
erate fraud? These are awkward questions, 
but they are pertinent. It may seem hard 
that any of the really faithful examiners, of 
whom doubtless there are many, should be sub- 
ject to the shadow of imphcation thrown upon 
them by this shameless example of matten- 
tion to duty. But it would be deen gon 
sideration for the feelings of honest

to duty was not without a parallel. It may be 


this was the extent of the sin, but not impossi- 
ble it amounted to positive complicity, though 


not necessarily with intent to help the teller in 


keeping his fraud concealed. It may, some 
will say must, have been cloaked only by the 
guilty teller having a knowledge beforehand 
of the times when the affairs of the bank 
would be inspected, and the same may be said 
for the occasional examinations which, it is 
tair to presume, were made by the President 
of the bank or some directors’ committee. 

It is fortunate that in this case the public 
will not be a loser by the steal. The bank is 
abundantly able to bear the loss, and is doing 
so. But this statement might not hold true 
for any other bank the money of which was 
stolen by an official under the very nose of the 
examiner whose duty it is to look into gondi- 
tions without fear or favor and certify to 
soundness only on personal knowledge of the 
fact. If the government had no more con- 
scientious Bank Examiners than the one at 
New Orleans it would be better to dispense 
with their services altogether, save to the tax- 
payers the sums now paid to them in salaries, 
and leave the people to understand it is their 
own lookout if the bank proves rotten while 
they continue to confide in it as a sound one. 
Should not the Bank Examiners and their 
methods of doing business be examined a lit- 
tle more closely than heretofore? 


THE PROJECTED “ MICHIGANIZING” OF 
IOWA. 


The junior Democratic organ of this city 
speaks of the plan to Michiganize Iowa 
and steal a half or more of the Presidential 
Electors next year as a bugaboo.“ That 
particular paper uses its pencil to caricature 
those whom it is intended to rob and uses its 
pen to assure them that they have nothing to 
fear. 

The junior organ says: 

Now itis fair to assume that the Democratic 
leaders of Iowa are not fools, They know that if 
they succeed it will be by winning votes from the 
ranks of the Republicans, and that they can best 
hold the votes they gain and win more by fair 
dealing in such matters as the districting of the 
State. They are not going to offend and drive off 
their new associates. 

It is an equally legitimate assumption that 
the Democratic leaders of Michigan are not 
fools. Let they did not resort to fair dealing 
when an accident gave them temporary con- 
trolof the State. They took to unfair deal- 
ing as naturally asaduck to the water, and 
made a gerrymander which is so favorable to 


them that it becomes a matter of little con? 


cern whether they hold or gain more Repub- 
lican votes or not. If the junior organ thinks 
the Democrats of Michigan were fools for 
acting thus, can it give any reason for believ- 
ing that; Democrats of Iowa will not take 
to the Kine kind of foolishness? Do the good 
men of that party live west of Illinois and all 
the bad ones east of it? The Democrats of 
the two States look alike. They have acted 
alike on previous occasions. Is there any rea- 
son to believe that those of Iowa will develop 
abnormal virtue and resist a temptation to 
which those of Michigan yielded so easily? 

The junior organ says also that the Demo- 
** crats of Iowa have not intimated any in- 
“tention of changing the mode of choosing 
„ Electors.“ Neither did those of Michigan 
prior to election. When they were trying to 
get Republicans to vote for their legislative 
candidates they did not tell them that if they 
got control of the Legislature they meant to 
steal a majority of the Congressmen and 
Presidential Electora in a State which they 
knew would vote against them in 1892. When 
the Democrats sneaked the Ohio Legis- 
lature two years ago on side issues they did 
not give previous notice that they meant to 
gerrymander the State and secure fourteen 
out of twenty-one Congressmen, though they 
should be in a popular minority of 20,000. 

If the Democrats of Iowa were to proclaim 
their Michiganizing’’ schemes it would be 
the first case in history of a burglar giving 
due notice to the individual whose premises 
he intended to rob that he meant to drop in 
on him on aspecified evening and take what- 
ever jewelry, money, and other valuable stuff 
he could find. There may be some world fa- 
miliar to the junior organ where pickpockets 
warn their intended victims and embezzlers 
tell their employés of their designs, but if 
there is the Democrats of Iowa do not live in 
it and are not governed by its customs.

CanpeTBaGc Cooney, when furnished with 
all the men and means for the execution of the 
work of the engineering department of the 
Sanitary District, promised at first to have a 
preliminary report, designating part of the 
route, ready in 100 days.

were instituted by the Circuit Court of Cook 
County to condemn the land. 

In four months Mr. Artingstall had accom- 
plished what Mr. Cooley said would take at 
least two years. And now it is proposed by 
some parties to pus the obstructionist Cooley 
over Artingstall to hamper the latter in his 
work and to put off the necessary relief to be 
derived from the construction of the Drainage 
Channel. Are the people going to be deceived 
into the support of this carpetbagger? It is 
only necessary to add that in determining the 
route of the channel the expenses incurred by 
Mr. Artingstall were about one-third of the 
amount wasted by Cooley while he was 
making up his mind that it would take him 
two years to get in his preliminary report.

At this juncture the keeper appeared with 
their food, and they made a race for it, which 
Baby McKee won by three or four lengths. 
After dinner the fight was renewed and kept 
up until dark. Thus hostilities have beeu 
going on daily, Baby Ruth getting the worst 
of every encounter. It would seem to be an

In his recent report Maj.-Gen. Schofield, 
commander of the army, makes one or two 
suggestions which deserve the careful consid- 
eration of Congress. Oneof these is an in- 
crease of the artillery, in view of the seacoast 
defenses, which will require a larger force to 
arm them, and the addition of a few thousand 
men to the enlisted strength of the army to 
be posted in the vicinity of the great reserva- 
tions, thus obviating any danger in the future 
from that source. The second 1s his strong 
appeal for coast defense in view of the fact 
that south of Hampton Roads the coast is well- 
nigh defenseless, though the same remark is 
su stantially true of the defenses of Northern 
cities. Gen. Schofield says on this point: 

Satisfactory progress has been made in the con- 
struction of the gun factory at Watervliet, N. Y., 
in the manufacture of type guns of the highest 
qualities, and in the manufacture of service mor- 
tars and their emplacement at the most exposed 
and important positions upon the seacoast ; while 
contracts have been made for the material neces- 
sary for the construction of large numbers of 
guns and mortars, and for the purchase of com- 
pleted guns of the highest type. It will only re- 
quire moderate annual appropriations for the 
next few years to place the extended seacoast of 
this country in such condition that no foreigu 
enemy could inflict upon it any serious loss or dam- 
age. When this is dccomplished the dignified 
and just policy which this country has adopted 
toward all foreign nations may be steadily ad- 
hered to without apprehension of results unfavor- 
able either to the welfare or to the honor of this 
country. 

The suggestion which Gen. Schofield makes 
deserves serious consideration. Our navy is 
rapidly being pushed forward to a gratifying 
condition of efficiency. Our seacoast defenses 
should keep even pace with the development 


of our naval strength. * 


Say Mr. Murry Nelson and Gen. George W.

The route reported by Mr. Artingstall [of the 


drainage channel from Chicago to Joliet] and 
adopted by the board is fora right of way 300 
feet in width. The law requires the board to con- 
struct in that route a channel notless than 160 
feet wide at the bottom and capable of flowing 
300,000 cubic feet of water per minute from Chica- 
go to the point in the route where a rocky strat- 
um is met, which point is below the so-called Sag.

The Senate Finally Fixes It at 25 Francs 
per 100 Klios. 
ISPECIAL CABLE. | 
: Paris, Oct, 30.—I asked M. Cornil, the dis- 
tinguished Senator, whether he had any infor- 
mation today to give about the debate which 
he attended yesterday.

M. Franck Chauveau reported for the 
committee, His speech was full of figures, 
all going to prove that even with a duty of 25 
francs American pork would yet be able to 
compete under favorable conditions with the 
home-made article, which, moreover, was sub- 
ject to a customs duty, They ought to look 
after their own interests and not those of for- 
eigners. 

In support of his argument he quoted the 
example of the United States, which exacts a 
duty of 57 francs on foreign pork. He also 

inted out the other duties established by the 

cKinley bill, Finally he cited the tariifs of 
Germany and Italy, which levy a duty of 25 
francs on American pork. 

M. Develle, the Minister of Agriculture, 
— — for a duty of 20 franes, which, he con- 
sidered, sufficiently protected the French 
product. The chiefs of his department had 
thought that even 12 francs would be enough. 
The chamber did not think so, and the gov- 
ernment stood up for 20 francs, but he 
thought it would be.a mistake for further in- 
crease. : 

M. Cordelet, in the. name of a certain num- 
ber of his colleagues, moved that the duty be 
placed at 30 franca. 

M. Jules Ferry, Chairman of the committee, 
said that that duty was almost prohibitive, 
and that they should stop at 25 francs. 

Baron de Lareinty protested for the last 
time against abolishing the restrictive duty, 
especially at atime when the United States

Salvation Army Riots May Cause a Big 
Discussion in Parliament.

Loxpon, Oct. 30.—The Salvation Army riots, 
which have so long prevailed in Eastbourne, 
and where some damage has been done in 
consequence, are, likely to be a source of 
warm discussion in Parliament.

The commercial deep waterway cranks who 
have got the local Democracy by the ear are 
again airing their lack of knowledge in regard 
to the wants and possibilities of a drainage 
channel. They claim to have a magnificent 
conception of che commercial needs of Chi- 
eago and the country along the valleys west- 
ward, but their addled pates cannot take in 
the facts which limit the results attainable by 
work proposed to be done. They are insist- 
ing that Chicago shall furnish a drainage 
channel, with a flow of 600,000 cubic feet per 
minute, through the South Branch to dilute 
the flow of the city, and are asking the people 


extension, which they ought to have sense 
enough to know is utterly impracticable. 

When they put forth the proposition some 
time ago Tun Triscne argued the point with 
them, and exposed its absurdity by showing 
that such a volume of water as is demanded by 
them could not be got through the South 
Branch of the river by any practical means. 
It may be well to repeat this information for 
the benefit of those voters who wish to under- 
stand the matter for themselves, though it can- 
not be expected that the crazy ones will ac- 
know the force of any facts which in- 
validate their pet project. The flow of 600,000 
cubic feet per minute through the present 
channel would necessitate a velocity of six or 
seven miles per hour through the narrowest 
portiois of the route, including the draws at 
the bridges, where the utmost limit of safe 
navigation is one and a half miles per hour. 
The straightening and widenmg of the river, 
which could be effected by cutting off project- 
ing 7 * and removing needless obstructions, 
would permit a flow of 250,000 feet, and at the 
very outside 300,000, and that is all unless the 
navigation of the river is sacrificed.

alization of the high and heavy buildi 8 
This danger, which was stated by Gen. Ritz. 
Simons in a recent interview, would extend 
to the distance of perhaps a quarter mile on 
each side of the river and through its 
whole length, threatening a grand col- 
lapse of all the high and heavy 
structures on that great area. That would 
never do. Thecity could not afford to pay 
the tremendous damages resulting from de- 
2 the value of adjacent property and 
the further loss by reduced taxes on the depre- 
ciated values. But it would be equally fool- 
ish to talk about getting the demanded flow 
by widening the channel, as that step would 
require so much land to be cut from the pres- 
ent docks that the land damages would 
amount to more millions than the people 
could pay. Such a means of gaining their 
end would be a stupendous folly, a colossal 
blunder. :

buildings. ‘his, although they know well that 
the much talked of 600,000 cubic feet per min- 
ute flow was intended to meet the needs of 
two 8 districts, of which ours is only 
one and Calumet the other. and that all we are 
required to do either in law or reason is to 
provide a 300,000 feet flow. And this can be 
ob i by a judicious cutting down of the 
promonitories and banks that make the chan- 
nel needlessly and vexatiously tortuous and 
impede navigation, while they much diminish 
the volume of water that can pass with a prac- 
ticable velocity. As Cooley & Co. are not con- 
teat with this, but eon agitating for what 
they weil know is not only impossible, but is 
not wished by the citizens who understand the 
conditions of the case, nor required by law, 
they ought to be sat down upon next Tuesday 
by voting for their candidates to stay at home.

Wastefulness the Former’s Watchword, 
While Economy Keigns Under the Rule 
of the Latter- Who Is to Pay for Polling- 
Booths and Guard Rails—A Democratic

Many Meetings. 
George W. Spofford, a former member of 
the County Board, and a most useful member, 
too, is again one of the Republican nominees 
for County Commissioner. He did not seek 
the nomination. He hesitated about accept- 
ing it; but he thought it a duty to do 80. r. 
Spofford is an educated man and an excellent 
speaker, and has done effective work in the 
campaign. He has devoted himself largely to 
the financial condition of the county. He is able 
to show conclusively that under Republican 
administrations the affairs of the county are 
better administered than under Democratic 
administrations, and far more economicaly. 
Thus in the year 1876-’77, under the Carroll- 
McCaffrey régime, the expenses of the county 
institutions reached $528,634. The following 
year under a Republican board, of which Mr. 
Spofford was a member, the expenses were 
cut down to $896,725. The next year the board 
was more Republican atill and the expenses 
were cut down to $818,261, and the next year 
thereafter to $314,600. When the Democrats 
returned to power the expenses began to in- 
crease from year to year until in 1884. 85, under 
the Van Pelt-Wasserman gang, they reached 
the enormous total of $971,000. The following 
year $838,208 The year after under a Repub- 
lican administration they were cut down to 
$545,549. The next year the total was only 
$345, 249, 

Mr. Spofford’s arguments as to the desira- 
bility of electing Republicans to control the 
affairs of Cook County are unanswerable. 
His speeches have been one of the best feat- 
ures of the present campaign.

Mr. Spofford was at one time principal of 
the Foster School in the present Seventh Ward 
and is popular with the young men of that 
locality, and will therefore get many hundred 
Democratic votes. He would be a most use- 
ful member of the County Board.

The Republicans are confident of their can- 
didates for Commissioners in the city 
district.

A sensational incident came out of the 
last Garfield Park race yesterday. As the 
horses were being paraded from the paddock 
Jockey Sam Doggett quietly went to the 
judge’s stand and toid Presiding Judge M. 
Lewis Clark that he had been offered a sum 
of money to pull his mount, Crab Cider, so 
that he would surely not finish better than 
second in the race. The tempter, he said, was 
Trainer Joseph Stark of J. C. Mengle’s horses. 
Mr. Mengle himself was not at the track. He 
owns Crab Cider. 

Col. Clark told Doggett to do his best to win. 
Sam rode Crab Cider well, but the gelding got 
off poorly and landed fourth, showing great 
speed inthe stretch. After the race Stark was 
called to the stand and pleaded guilty without 
much explanation. He was promptly ruled off. 

Doggett’s honesty cannot be too highly 
commended. Stark simply got hold of the 
wrong jockey. All the Garfield boys are not 
Doggetts, however, and there are more Starks 
about. Part of the queer running at the 
track comes through such manipulators as 
Stark, who evidently represented others. A 
lot of money was on Crab Cider, and, if pos- 
sible, Stark’s reasons and principals should 
be publicly spread out. Crab Cider’s recent 
races have been poor ones, and before each 
race a ponderous tip about his speed and gen- 
eral quality has flooded the track. 

Crab Cider’s race did not justify Stark’s 
confidence or attempt to bribe Doggett. The 
deeper scheme of undermining the boy’s in- 
tegrity for future manipulation may have been 
at work. Atany rate, Stark failed, and got 


what he deserved, and Doggett added to his. 


already splendid local record. Vedette won 
the race, and earned Secretary Frank Shaw 
of St. Paul some $5,000.

‘MAKING TELEPHONE CONNECTIONS, 


It Is Claimed That It Will Make the Young 
Woman Who Asks “ What Number, 
Please?” of No Further Value to the 
Company— Gow a Subscriber Can Secure 
Any Number He Wishes Without Her 
Assistance— Details of the Method. 

The telephone girl must go. Such is the 
edict to be read between the lines of the 
articles of incorporation of the Strowger Au- 
tomatic Telephone Exchange company of Chi- 
cago. The Secretary of State forwarded the 
— of incorporation yesterday from Spring- 


The new company is stocked for $5.000,000. 
Almon P. Strowger, W. S. Strowger, Moses A. 
Meyer, and Joseph Harris are the incorpora- 
tors and promoters of the enterprise. Al- 
mon Strowger of Eldorado, Kas., is the 
inventor and patentee of the new machine. 
Harris & Meyer, No. 301 Rookery Building, 
are the Chicago agents and promoters of the 
company. The object of the company is to 
introduce a system of telephone communica- 


tion which will do away with the central office 


and the many young women who draw in the 
aggregate $4,500 each week for talking 
back to the long-patient, long-suffering, 
and the sometimes swearing subscribers 
and patrons. Af the busy man has 
wasted thirty minttes of office time, 
shortened his life by half a fortnight, and 
made conjectural his chances of salvation 
awaiting the leisure of the soft voice asking 
Did you ring?’ every time he has occasion 
to use the phone, he is liable to hail the ad- 
vent of an automatic connection as one of the 
greatest dispensations of the age. 

The telephones in use are not changed in 
any degree, but the Strowger machine, which 
takes the place of the human operator at the 
@witch-board, is connected with the phone 
— makes all number connections automati- 
cally. 

K How It Is Done. 

On the telephone shelf is a row of keys, five 
in all. They are marked units, tens, hun- 
dreds, and usands, the fifth key bemg the 
release key. The subscriber taps out the a 

sired number on the keyboard, which, regis- 
tering on the machine automatically, connects 
the wire of the subscriber with that of the 
phone he desires to reach. The connection is 
— simultaneous with the taps on the key- 


The subscriber wishing to place his trans- 
mitter and ear-’phone in connection with 
those of another can do so by successively 
pressing the keys which cause the circuit 
closer to move. If the man at Telephone No, 
288 wishes to place himself in connection with 
Telephone No. 315, he will do so by pressing 
the key marked hundreds three times, then 
the key, marked tens once, and then the 
key marked units five times. His circuit- 
closer is then in contact with wire-terminal 
No, 315. 

The person at telephone No. 315 will take 
down his ear-’ phone, and the two are then able 
to converse with each other, 

The whole mechanism of the Stromger 
patent takes up aspace of 6x4x4 inches. A 
hollow cylinder, constru of glass or any 
other suitable non-conductor, is the central 
figure in the machine. The cylinders are pro- 
vided with perforations arranged in 
transverse and vertical rows. From the 
inside of the cylinder and through the 
perforations extend the wire connections 
to the main line wires. Their use is to con- 
duct the electricity, when in contact with the 
circuit-closing needle, to and by way of the 
line wires to the desired sub-station. The 
terminals of the connections are within the 
cylinder. 

Description of the Invention, 

A circuit-closing arm is made in parts, of 
which one is a _ circuit-closing sleeve, firmly 
attached to the lower end of a sleeve rod. 
Within this circuit-closing sleeve is closely fit- 
ted a circuit-closing needle held in such manner 
as to be in perfect eleetrical contact with the 
wire terminal by a spring. A rod is located 
along the axle line of the cylinder and is free 
to rotate and to move longitudinally. The 
lower end of this rod is sleeved and into this 
is inserted the upper portion of a ratchet rod. 
This sleeve construction allows the ratchet 
rod to have a longitudinal motion 
only, 
continuously toward ita attendant 
pawl. The ratchet rod is provided 
outside of the cylinder and conveniently be- 
low it with a series of ratchet teeth, by means 
of which the rods are moved lofgitudinally. 
Two feels, through which the rods extend 
with a feather and groove connection, are made 
in contact with the ratchet teeth and levers 
having pawls pivoted in their ends. Each 
lever has a vibratory movement and is oscil- 
lated by the alternate energizing and deéner- 
gizi of their respective magnets, there- 
by imparting motion to its adjacent 
ratchet-teeth and consequently the circuit- 
closing needle. Each pulsation of the h 
button at the substation made at the will of 
the operator causes through the channels thus 
described the circuit-closing needle to move 
from row to row and from wire to wire. 
Each key is connected by wire with its re- 
spective 4 4 magnet at the central office, 
and when an electrical circuit is 
established, it being understood that both 
ends of the wire are groumded or connected 
with a return tap and also that a battery is 
used to generate the electricity.

Officers of Mount Morris (III.) Fined for 
Contempt of the Supreme Court. 

Orrawa, III., Oct. 30.—Henry H. Clevidence 
and Rober} D. McClue, respectively Super- 
visor and Justice of the Peace of the Town of 
Mount M were brought before the Su- 
preme Court in contempt this morning and 
each fined $500.

In 
this document it is set forth that as the col- 
leges m question have received from the Na- 
tional Government arms and ammunition for 
the purposes of military instruction, the gov- 
ernment has the right to require and insist 
that on all occasions where a flag is required 
by the United States army tactics or regula- 
tions the national flag of the United States 
must be used.“ i 
This ruling, it is nnderstood, however, does 
not apply to State occasions or when the bat- 
talion or regiment is not under the command 
or instruction of an officer of the United States 
army. But whenever a drill u in p 
where a flag is necessary in the movement of 
the military, no matter if a State flag is borne 
in the ranks it must be accompan by the 
flag of the United States, 


WHAT THE WOMEN HAVE DONE, 


Heroic Work by the, Postmistresses in 
Various Parts of the Country. 

Wasurraros, D. C., Get. 30.—[Special. ]— 
Among the 2,000 or more reports which the 
Postoffice Department has received thus far 
from county seat Postmasters are sixty-one 
from Postmistresses at county seats. Of 
these twenty-nine at once undertook the visi- 
tation of the fourth-class offices of their coun- 


military col 


ties, five delegated the work to their assist- 


ants, and the other twenty-seven corresponded 
with the department and 1 the 
required visitations by correspondence * 
proxy. One Georgia Postmistress sugges 
annual visits. Another reported that many of 
the offices were in country stores and were 
not as neatly kept as women would 
keep them. An Illinois Postmistress 
reported that not one of the visited postoffices 
was perfect, not even her own. An Iowa 
Postmistress rode 254 miles on horseback to 
make her inspections, and cheerfully spent $20 
in the process. A Kentucky woman went 
her rounds with horse and buggy, spent $30, 
and reported that every Postmaster visited 
would welcome closer relations with the de- 
partment. Another in Kentucky truveled over 
100 miles and spent $15 for horse hire alone. 
A Louisiana Postmistress reports that she 
keeps eT 8 m order to improve 
the service in her own village. A Postmistress 
in Mississippi reached the postoffloes off the 
railroad line in a _ sail-boat; another in 
Mississippi traveled through the piny woods 
inland without hesitation. A New York 
woman visited forty-four postoffloes 
with horse and carriage, traveling 291 
miles, and a North Carolina woman was 
so courte usly welcomed by all the Postmas- 
ters that she promised another visit next year. 
A Texas woman omitted to visit one office be- 
cause it required a horseback ride of thirty- 
five miles. A Vermont woman was not pre- 
vented from visiting the offices in her county 
because it is composed of five islands. Vir- 
ginia and California Postmistresses visited 
every office in their counties. A Pennsyl- 
vania woman attacked the tremendous un- 
dertaking of visiti 128 offices, many of 
them among the Alleghany Mountains, and 
a West Virginia woman wrote that some of 
her offices were almost impossible to be 
reached, but she would reach them just the 
same. An Alabama Postmistress regretted 
that she could not undertake the work, as it 
was impossible to hire any conveyatices in her 
county, and one in Mississippi asked to be ex- 
cused, as she was very young.

That is admitted by every 
one.. 

How about the other departments? The 
charge of making reductions and afterward 
filing up the vacancies has been made 
against the pabie works department and 
the several subordinate sub-departments.“ 

“That charge is inaccurate and is not 
strictly borne out by the facts. I cannot 
now give the figures showing reductions, 
te., right off hand, but I can say without 
fear of contradiction that an investigation 
of the condition of the different departments 
will show convincingly that the strictest 
economy compatible with the disc of 
the duties of each has been practiced. I want 
to add to what I have al y said that I am 
in hopes of saving to the taxpayers and the 
police fund the ly sum of K 000 a year 
or so by a little needed reform which must 
pee shape of legislation by the City 


Paying for Protection. 

There is at present in vogue in the police 
department asystem under which the public 
is compelled to pay for police — at 
street and steam railroad crossings. The ci 
is daily tecommg more and morte gri 
by these rai tracks, and at some street 
corners where there are half a duzen railroad 
intersections we are obli to keep from four 
to half a dozen police o ra to save the lives 
of the public. re are at least 2 
men so engaged throughout the city, and thus, 
at $1,000 per man per annum, amounts to 
$100,000 a year, an expense which should be 


borne by the railroads and not by the public. 


The railroads should have theirown watchmen 
and pay them, and we would invest them with 
— powers. Marshall Field the other 

ay told me that though he was a stockholder 
in the South Side Cable company he would en- 
tirely favor such arrangement, and that he con- 
sidered it an injustice that the burden should 
be borne by the taxpayers. In the World’s 
Fair year this force of men on thi ilroad 
crossing will have to be tripled if we are to 

roperly protect the public, and the cost will 
be $300, or $400,000. An ordinance cov- 
ing this matter should be passed by the Coun- 
cil, and if no one else brings one in I shall 
have a department ordinance introduced on 
the subject. 

Commissioner of Public Works Aldrich 
talked frankly on the situation. 
We have reduced the force two or three 
times, said Mr. Aldrich, “but the demands of 
the public for more work from this de 
ment have been so strong that we have 
from time to time compelled to put men on 
again. Now there has been reason for 
this, and I am particularly anxious that no 
misapprehension should be in this mat- 
ter. I wish to point out that this has 
been a very dry summer and that more 
buildi has been ing on, more work of 
every kind done in the streets than ever be- 
fore. The necessity for keeping the streets in 
good condition has been more pressing than 
it ever has been, owing, among other things, 
to the approach of the World’s Fair, and it is 
conceded on all haads that the streets are now 
in better shape than they have ever been. The 
bulk of this outside work—street improve- 
ments, pipe-laying, sidewalks, etc.—has to be 
done between the months of May and Novem- 


ber. 
The Busy Months, 

„Nov. you will see that the demand for work 
fell upon this departmént just about the time 
we took hold, and has continued right up to 
date. It would be manifestly unfair to com- 
pare the dull months with the busy months, 
and yet we had to get along with less men 
during these busy months from May to No- 
vember than the previous administration did 
during the dull months from December to 
April. I will refer you to tne Street Depart- 
ment and the Building 
of that statement. 

„So far as this administration is concerned 
it is too early yet to begin to make compar- 
isons. We should get a chance to make our 
record before we are criticised and compar- 
isons made. It will be time enough next 
year, when wehave completed our first year’s 
administration, when we have commenced 
with our own appropriations and are enabled

Superintendent of Streets Burke made this 
statement: The street force has been re- 
duced since the last election from over 2,000 to 
180 men. Ex-Mayor Cregier laid off 1.000 of 
them after election, but we found 1,380 of them 
and bounced 1,200, None of these men has 
been replaced, nor has any one been put back 
in their place.

Bacon was indeed a prodi In his son- 
nets, published under the Shakspeare alias in 
1609, he makes frequent and unmistakable 
reference to the events of his trial, which did 
not occur until 1621. But that’s nothing, bless 

ou! Why, he wrote Swift’s bailad on the 

uth Sea Bubble, a disastrous speculation 
of George I.’s time. Mr. Roe is sure of it on 
account of the Baconian words—‘“ bubble,“ 
for example—which the poem cuntains; be- 
sides, Bacon refers to the South Sea in his 
„New Atlantis.“ Again, Addison pretended 
to be the author of a doggerel ballad, , consist- 
ing of sixteen lines, each of which ends with a 
j rhyme upon the names of two 
of his contemporaries who, of rse, were 
not even born in Bacon’s day. Bacon wrote 
it! Mr. Roe’s conjecture is that these par- 
ticular works were by him (Bacon) prepared, 
and, as a part of the scheme, handed down in 
certain families.“ There's prescience for 
you! Doubtless Johnson had Bacon in mind 
when he wrote, Panting Time toiled after 
him in vain.” 

There 1s one mistake, however, into which 
Mr. Roe has fallen. He calls attention to 
Bacon's use of the word “his” instead of 
its, under the evident impression that the 
usage is peculiar to Bacon. But its was only 
just struggling for recognition in Bacon’s 
time. One need not go beyond the first cha 
ter of Genesis—* her ge ding seed after his 
kind’’—for an example of this supposed 
peculiarity. But in a work of more than 600 
pages it is to be expected that occasional 
errors will occur, (New York: Burr Print- 
ing House.) 


Brief Mention. 

Dr. Edward Berdoe’s little volume, ‘‘ Brown- 
ing’s Message to His Time, first published 
about a year ago, has already reached its sec- 
ond edition. The work is made up of a num- 
ber of essays on the religion, philosophy, and 
science of Browning, most of which were read 
before the Browning Society ot London. Dr. 
Berdoe has been very successful in his exposi- 
tion of the scientific and philosophical aspects 
of Browning’s work, and was thanked by the 

det in letters which are here reproduced in 

ac-simile. The author lays a special stress 
on the value of Browning’s wholesome 
optimism as an antidote for the mor- 
bid tendencies of modern thought. In 
his paper on Paracelsus he draws 
an interesting parallel between Luther and 
the reformer of medicine, whom it was once 
‘the fashion to label charlatan. The tone of 
Dr. Berdoe’s essay oa The Religion of Rob- 
ert Browning” is needlessly aggressive and 
dogmatic, and he cannot expect to win con- 
verts by nicknaming Tenuyson “ Little-Faith,”’ 
while Browning is lauded in Bunyanesque 
phrase as Mr. Greatheart.“ Dr. rdoe’s 
criticism is not of an esthetic nature, and 
many of his poetical quotations are so man- 
gled in the W forth as completely to spoil 
the rhythm. (New York: Macmillan & Co. 


„The Blue Poetry Book” is an anthology 
compiled by Andrew Lang for the use of chil- 
dren. Mr. Lang tightly re “Tt does not 
appear that poems about children or especially 
intended for children are those which a child 
likes best. A child’s imaginative life is much 
spent in the unknown future and in the ro- 
mantic past. The poems written for and 
about children, like Blake’s and some of 
Wordsworth’s, rather appeal to the old, whose 
own childhood is now to them a distant fairy 
world, as the man’s life is to the child. It is 
his excursi into the untraveled world 
which a child enjoys. We make 
a mistak#® when we ‘write down’ to 
children; still more do we err when we tell a 
child not to read this or that because he can- 
not understand it. He understands far more 
than we give him credit for, but nothing that 
can harm him. The half understanding of i 
too, the sense of a margin beyond, asin a wo 
full of unknown glades, and birds, and flowérs 
unfamiliar, 1s a great part of a child’s pleas- 
ure in reading. Guided by these principles 
Mr. Lang has made an admirable collection 
of poems, particularly suited, we judge, to the 
taste of a boy.
